REPORT TO T1IE PUBLIC 
The story of how businesses op erate, hew 
they meet their p roblems, is often as dram atic as 
the whodunits that I look at late at night. There­ 
fore I have sometimes wondered how it hap p ens 
that comp anies that sp end millions of dollars on 
television do not use their commercials to tell 
something 
about 
themselves, 
p articularly 
the 
cap ital and durable goods m anufacturers who do 
not sell to the consumer directly . 
The United States Steel Hour has recently 
been using its commercial time to exp lain w hat it 
is and how it does business and if we are to have 
good p lay s interrup ted in this manner, I p refer 
something really informative to watching a three- 
qu arters naked female lie in the sand and sing 
about beer or cigarettes or bras. 
The subject m atter of U. S. Steel's “Rep ort to 
the Public” is very instructive. We p ay 1 \ cents 
a p ound on the average for carbon and alloy steel. 
So that mounts up to about $4,000,000.000 a y ear 
and looks very big. Of each dollar, 42 1 2 cents 
goes to wages and salaries. Of the remaining 57 ' 2 
cents. 30 cents went to 50.000 sup p liers of p rod­ 
ucts and services. That left 27 ' 2 cents of which 
6 cents went to dep reciation which really should 
be called “wearing-out,” which is what hap p ens 
to machines as well as men, only the government 
recognizes the fact of life about machines but 
not about human beings. So we are now down to 
21% cents but Federal, state and local taxes took 
12 cents of that leaving only 9%cents to gross 
p rofit out of every dollar earned. 
Now, if the comp any could keep that 9% cents 
as a real p rofit, it would be doing a very big busi­ 
ness, but what actu ally hap p ens is th at it sets 
aside 2 cents additional for rep lacements and 3% 
cents for research and imp rovements and such ac­ 
tivities and comes out in the end 4 cents on the 
dollar of p rofit which goes to 300,000 share own­ 
ers of whom not one owns more than 2 p er cent 
of the stock. 
It is a very valuable kind of rep ort and would 
do more good abroad than much of the stuff th at 
goes over to Europ e, Asia and Africa these day s. 
Another of these commercials deals with the 
p roblem of inflation. All costs, including labor 
costs, went up an average of 8% p er cent p er 
y ear since 1940 but p rices only went up 5% p er 
cent. The rest of the commercial exp lains how a 
comp any manip ulates to avoid being out-p riced in 
the m arket. But the commercial I liked best when 
I heard it was the one on obsolescence. 
Here is a machine, one machine that cost $10,- 
000,000. That is why some industrial op erations 
cannot be done on a small scale. If a steel com­ 
p any owns five op en hearth furnaces, they might 
have cost $50,000,000, 25 y ears ago. The govern­ 
ment p erm its the comp any to take off p art of 
cost each y ear, so that when the machine wears 
out, it can be rep laced. 
Rut at today ’s p rices that machine costs $45,- 
000,000. So where does a comp any got the money 
to make up the difference between the $10,000,000 
it was p erm itted by the tax collector to set aside 
for rep lacement and the $35,000.000 th at it has to 
find? Well, some of it is that 2 cents additional 
set aside out of each earned dollar. But much of 
it comes from borrowing from banks, insurance 
comp anies and the p ublic. 
You may have noticed when y ou look at rail­ 
road trains or locomotives that there are signs 
showing that the p articu lar car or locomotive is 
not owned by the railroad but by a bank which 
acts as a trusteee. We do not y et see such signs 
on machinery in factories, but any thing can hap ­ 
p en when so large a share of earned income goes 
to taxes and the taxes are wastefully and p rof­ 
ligately sp ent. 
The reason that the Administration, which 
knows as well as y ou or I that taxes must be cut, 
p ostp ones that day is that they know that, short 
of war, the p oliticians will not be able to p ut the 
taxes back once they are taken off. Government 
will have to cut its cloth to fit its p ocket-book; all 
sorts of useless and dup licative activities, de­ 
scribed in the Hoover Rep orts and testified to be­ 
fore Congressional Committees will have to go. 
Nothing w’otild be better for the country .
